Immunization campaign will include Didsbury

Didsbury will be included in a provincial wide men¬ 
ingitis immunization program that will be launched 
later this spring. 

Following the current campaign, which is underway 
for Calgary schools and extends as far north as Calgary, 
a provincial campaign will start in April. 

Dates and locations for Didsbury have yet to be re¬ 
leased by Alberta Health and Wellness. 

“This is a systematic and prudent approach to avoid 
a public health emergency,” said Dr. John Waters in a 
press release, who authorized the provincial campaign 
after consultation with health authorities and other 
experts. 

“Expanding the immunization program is a pro-ac¬ 
tive, preventative measure, not reactive. We are in the 
process of obtaining additional doses of the vaccine 


for our province-wide campaign and will continue to 
monitor the situation in all age groups and regions.” 

A meningococcal infection is caused by bacteria and 
can cause two serious diseases - meningococcal men¬ 
ingitis and meningococcemia. Menningitis is an inflam¬ 
mation of infection of the membrane that lines the 
brain and spinal cord. Menningococcemia is an even 
more severe infection involving the blood and many 
parts of the body. 

Kissing, sharing of utensils, drinking glasses, wa¬ 
ter bottles, cigarettes or sharing of lipstick and lip- 
gloss can spread the disease. Direct contact with an 
infected person is generally the method of contracting 
the disease. 

The meningococcal vaccine program is similar to 
the one that took place in Edmonton last year. In all 
700,000 Albertans will be eligible for immunization 


under the new campaign. 

The program in the Capital Health Authority and 
surrounding regions saw 275,000 people between the 
ages of two and 24 immunized. 

“Young people in the 16 to 20 age range are at the 
highest risk and are being targeted first,” said Dr. 
Brent Friesen, Medical Officer of Health for the Calgary 
Regional Health Authority. “There have been no cases 
of group C meningococcal disease in those under 16 
years in over one year. For this reason in the Calgary 
region, that age group will be vaccinated as part of 
the expanded province-wide campaign.”

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Olds teacher will represent Liberals in election

A Liberal candidate has 
thrown her hat in the political 
ring and will try to give local 
MLA Richard Marz a run for 
his money. 

Gayleen Roelfsema, a So¬ 
cial Studies and English 
teacher at Olds High School, 
was acclaimed Wednesday at 
Olds College as the official 
Liberal candidate for the Olds/ 
Didsbury/ Three Hills con¬ 
stituency. 

“I am really excited about 
the opportunity,” she said. “I 
am totally passionate about 
it.” 

Roelfsema was approached 
about running in this consul¬ 
tancy and finally made up her 
mind in the middle of January. 
She has been meeting with her 
campaign team throughout the 
week discussing how they are 
going to approach the immi¬ 
nent election, She believes her 
team will be ready to go when 
the writ is finally dropped. 

Roelfsema has worked on 
campaigns since she was fif¬ 
teen years old. This is the first 
time she has ever run for any 
election. She is a member of 
the Deer Meadow School Ac¬ 
tion Committee, Charter mem¬ 
ber of the Pool 2000 Commit¬ 
tee, initiator of the Olds Her¬ 
itage Fair Program, and a 
member of the Writings by 
Women Group. 

“I have always followed 
good people around,” said 
Roelfsema, adding she has 
worked on campaigns other 
than the liberal variety. “It’s 
something I have always 
wanted to do and I think it is 
a good time to get involved as 
a candidate.” 

Roelfsema has already been 
knocking on doors within her 
constituency and she believes 
Albertans are most concerned 
with rising utility prices and 
healthcare. 

She knows her battle may 
be a tough one as she psepares 
to face off against incumbent 
Marz but said she will give her 
best effort no matter what. 

“I will do my absolute best 
to give him a run for his 
money.” 

Roelfsema said she would 
like to see the liberal party 
win more seats in the upcoming 
election and that a stronger 
opposition would make for 
better government in Alberta. 

“In Alberta, we need to make 
sure there is another voice. 

Roelfsema’s campaign will 
revolve around four major is¬ 
sue - healthcare, essential serv¬ 
ices and deregulation, educa¬ 
tion and support for rural com¬ 
munities. If elected into power 
the Liberals have vowed to

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1997 Social Credit 
candidate unlikely 
to run again

Social Credit candidate for the Olds/Didsbury/Three Hills 
constituency for the 1997 provincial election Don MacDonald 
said last week that it didn’t look like he would be running in 
this years provincial election. 

MacDonald, who most recently ran for a Canadian Alliance 
nomination previous to the 2000 federal election, is still an 
active member of the Social Credit party but said it is unlikely 
he will make another attempt at the local seat. 

In 1997, MacDonald finished in a distant second place, 
behind current MLA Richard Marz and the party took over Five 
per cent of the vote in Alberta. 

MacDonald said the party was riding a bit of momentum 
before the last election - something that is not the case this 
year. 

Because the Social Credit party was unable to win a seat, 
they did not get profiled or monetary funds to campaign with.

“It is a vicious circle,” said MacDonald. 

The Three Hills resident said he would be disheartened if an 
appropriate candidate didn’t step forward to represent the 
Socreds. 

“I guess in some ways I would be disappointed (if their 
wasn’t a Social Credit candidate),” said MacDonald. “I would 
like to sW the people have that option. 

“People don’t want to vote Liberal and at the same time I 
think there is a level of dissatisfaction out there,” he said 
eluding to deregulation of electricity and quality of healthcare. 

For that reason, MacDonald is expecting the turnout for the 
spring election to be extremely low. 

If a Social Credit candidate was willing to step forward, 
MacDonald said he would be willing to donate his time and help 
out the campaign. 

Local church group 
endorses Lord’s 
Prayer in schools

The St. Cyprian’s Anglican Church Women have written a 
letter to the Chinook’s Edge School Board expressing their 
desire to keep the Lord’s Prayer in local schools. 

“We felt very strongly about it being in the schools,” said 
member Anne Milne. 

The school board heard a presentation last month from a 
Bowden area couple who wanted to see the policy changed so 
that the Lord’s Prayer would not be part of the opening 
exercises. 

Corinne Dueck and Art Reesor said they were concerned 
about the Lord’s Prayer because “it shows Christianity as the 
only religion” and that “it highlights one religion over an¬ 
other.” 

Currently the Chinook's Edge school board endorses the use 
of patriotic and religious exercises and instruction as outlined 
in their policy on the issue. 

“To this end, the Board supports the reciting of the Lord’s 
Prayer and the singing of the national anthem at school 
exercises,” states the policy. 

The policy goes on to say that provisions for students whose 
parents request an exemption shall be made. 

The St. Cyprian’s Anglican Church Women, according to 
Milne, don’t believe that a presentation made by two individu¬ 
als should be enough to change the policy. The letter was a way 
for the group to air its concerns to the school board before a 
decision was made. 

“We believe in it to begin with and we don’t see why two 
people would be able to change the school policy,” she said.

Thompson says Liberal’s speech 
from the throne lacks vision 


Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament for 
Wild Rose says this week’s Speech from the 
Throne highlights how the Liberals government 
is adrift without a plan for a better future. 

“The Liberals made no mention of preparing 
for the stormy economic waters ahead. The 
Canadian Alliance is demanding a commitment 
from this government to introduce a Federal 
Budget this winter. This budget must implement 
the tax relief necessary to ride out the economic 
downturn in the US and keep us competitive. We 
have to prepare our economy for the uncertain 
times ahead,” said Thompson. 

“Farmers were looking for a commitment 
from this government that they would address 
immediately the disastrous income shortfall fac¬ 
ing grain and oilseed producers. The Throne 


Speech simply made no mention of the ongoing 
farm income crisis.” 

“Instead of promises of immediate emergency 
help, the Liberal government says it wants to 
look beyond crisis management for agriculture. 
However, I believe before they can look beyond 
the current crisis, they must address the emer¬ 
gency caused by their mismanagement,” said 
Thompson. 

“A plan to fight for the family farm against 
unfair international subsidies should have been 
part of the Speech. Also missing was a plan to 
fight child poverty; funding for the crises in 
health care and for our Canadian Armed forces; 
no mention was made of prison and parole re¬ 
forms, and no accountability suggested for the 
environment, just to name a few," said Thompson.

Electricity anil Internet can 


be inconsistent in Nigeria 


Dear Family and Friends , 

I hope that I can send this by way of the 
Internet. Nigeria is kind of in the twentieth 
century. We have telephone lines that work most 
of the time, but usually there’s a bit of static. Just 
this week we personally got Internet access on a 
part-time basis, which is very nice. Some of you 
will be receiving our weekly letter for the first 
time in a few months. Our computer crashed back 
in October and we lost our addresses. Our Yahoo! 
account had quite a few addresses that we had 
lost. It’s nice to get them back. It’s a bit difficult 
to get connected sometimes, but maybe it’s like 
that every place. 

The electricity has been really quite good 
recently. We haven’t had really high voltage that 
burns out the bulbs and only the usual outages. 
Yesterday we ran our own small generator to do 
some laundry but usually the School generator is 
on when NEPA is off. We are so fortunate to be 
living on this compound, and we thank God for 
that. 

Basketball season has started for our stu¬ 
dents; we went to the game on Friday night. Our 
boys won very easily. Saturday night there was 
another game and the boys lost by five points. We 
didn’t watch it, but it must have been a good 
game. It’s really good when the competition is 
close so that both teams have to put forth their 
best efforts. We look forward to more games and 
fellowship with others who are watching. 

Tuesday I went to Abuja with a friend. I got a 
re-entry visa for when we travel later this year. 
We also went to British Airways to check on 
flights to Budapest. Hillcrest School has twelve 


teachers going to a conference there about mis¬ 
sionaries’ kids. I get to look after the arrange¬ 
ments and it has proved much more difficult than 
getting teachers to Accra, Ghana last year for a 
different conference. Part of the difficulty is 
having people travel at different times and stop¬ 
ping over for another conference in London. We 
trust that all things will work out and everyone 
will get where they need to get at the right time. 

Another group of five of us are to go to Kenya 
for the same conference at a later time. This 
means organizing more travel, but fortunately 
the tickets for this are available here in Jos from 
KLM. Also, this is the one that Janet and I are 
going to so I’ll be there to help out if anything 
goes wrong. We have very capable people going to 
the other conference and they will just have to 
jump in if things go wrong. 

We are grateful for the privilege of attending 
these conferences because they have useful infor¬ 
mation about how to deal with our kinds of 
situations. Also, it is very useful to get together 
with a group of people who are doing a similar job 
in a different place. Sometimes they have some 
very helpful suggestions of what has worked for 
them and might work for us. 

Thanks for your prayers and support that 
make our staying here possible.

Thompson says new 
youth crime legislation 
will be ineffective 


Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament for Wild Rose 
says the Liberal government's 'new and improved' Youth 
Criminal Justice legislation is nothing less than 'ineffective 
and unworkable'. 

"The new youth justice bill ignores years of expert advice 
and cross-country consultation, and has merely dressed up a 
weak old piece of legislation in a shiny new package" said 
Thompson. 

The Liberal government has been promising to overhaul 
the Youth Offenders Act since they came to power in 1993. 
Allan Rock was unsuccessful. Anne McLellan tried with C-68 
and then C-3 in 1999 but was unsuccessful. The government 
let the legislation die when it decided to call an election last 
fall. 

"The Canadian Alliance priorities for youth crime includes 
treating public protection as its number one consideration. 
This means real jail time for violent offenders and name 
publication for repeat youth offenders involved in violent 
crimes," stated Thompson. 

"This Bill still concentrates on rehabilitation and reintegra¬ 
tion. Denunciation and deterrence are foreign words to this 
government. Clearly, protection of the public takes second 
fiddle." 

"If the legislation passes as is, we can be sure that it will 
bring nothing but criticism and angst by the victims of youth 
offender crime, by our communities, by the provinces who 
have to administrate this law, by our police who have to 
enforce this law and by our judges who will have to handle 
these cases to decision. Youth offenders and the bank accounts 
of lawyers will be the only winners here," concluded Thompson.

Olds man ran up $2,000 bill 
with stolen bank card 


A 21-year-old Olds man has been ordered to 
pay back $2,000 taken from an acquaintance. 

Bradley Morency pleaded guilty in Dids- 
bury provincial court Jan. 29 to charges of 
possession/use of stolen credit card and pos¬ 
session of stolen property under $5,000. 

Morency was at an Olds restaurant with 
the victim on May 3, 2000 just prior to the 
crime, court heard. 

When the waitress inadvertently returned 
the victim's bank card to the accused, Morency 
took the card to an Olds bank and withdrew 
$1,000 in cash, Crown prosecutor Larry Stein 
told Judge W. Pepler. 

Moments later Morency made an empty- 
envelope deposit in the account, then with¬ 
drew $1,000 more. 

He was subsequently found in possession of 
a number of items stolen earlier from area 
residencies, court heard. 

"You took advantage of a friend," Judge 
Pepler told Morency. 

The judge handed the accused a two year 
suspended sentence. 

Under that order the accused must remain 
in good standing with the court, including 
adhering to a seven-day a week, 10 p.m. to 6 
p.m. curfew. 

If the accused breaks any part of the proba¬ 
tion order he can be brought back before Judge 


Pepler for sentencing on the original charges. 

Drunk driver jailed 

A 52-year old man who admitted driving 
drunk twice last summer has been jailed. 

Robert Thiebert pleaded guilty in Didsbury 
provincial court on Monday to two charges of 
driving with a blood alcohol level greater than 
80 mg per cent. 

The accused was first arrested on July 13, 

2000. 

A breathalyzer test indicated his blood alco¬ 
hol level was 230 mg per cent. 

Thiebert was stopped again on Aug. 27, 

2000. 

A breathalyzer test indicated his blood alco¬ 
hol level was 200 mg per cent. The accused 
also admitted driving without insurance on 
Sept. 23, 2000. 

Judge M. Delong said he did not agree with 
a joint submission from the defence and Crown 
calling for a 90 day jail term. 

Instead the judge ordered Thiebert jailed for 
104 days in jail and fined him $2,500. 

"Drinking and driving causes too many vic¬ 
tims of crime," Delong said. 

Thiebert was also prohibited from driving 
for three years. 

The accused had previous drunk driving 
convictions in 1989 and 1998, court heard. 
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Olds College awarded $314,000 in grant monies 


The Olds College is receiving 
a boost of about $314,000 in 
annual funding - including more 
than $65,000 for faculty reten¬ 
tion and $58,000 in an initial 
funding review adjustment 
based on the recent post-sec¬ 
ondary funding framework re¬ 
view. 

In addition, the college will 
receive a performance ward of 
close to $191,000 for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year as part of Al¬ 
berta Learning's ongoing per¬ 
formance envelope funding. 

"I am very pleased that we 
will be able to achieve greater 
funding equity in the system 
through these grants and pro¬ 
vide institutions with much 
needed help in attracting and 
retaining top-notch faculty," said 
Learning Minister Dr. Lyle 
Oberg. "In addition to these 


grants, this year's round per¬ 
formance envelope funding will 
further help institutions ad¬ 
dress cost pressures while re¬ 
warding them for their perform¬ 
ance. 

"I also have strong expecta¬ 
tions that this new funding will 
further benefit students by al¬ 
lowing institutions to limit tui¬ 
tion fee increase," added Dr. 
Oberg. 

A total of approximately $31 
million is being awarded to in¬ 
stitutions - including $12.5 mil¬ 
lion in faculty retention grants 
and more than $10 million in 
initial funding review adjust¬ 
ments. The institutional break¬ 
down of these totals follows the 
January 11, 2001, announce¬ 
ment that this new funding was 
available and that allocations 
to institutions would be final¬ 


ized in the coming weeks. In 
addition, a total of more than $8 
million in performance awards 
are being allocated to institu¬ 
tions for the current fiscal year 
as part of Alberta learning's on¬ 
going performance envelope 
funding. 

Funding review adjustments 
were allocated based on a com¬ 
parison of grants funding 
through the Access Fund of 
other sources. 

A remaining $2 million in 
adjustments for unfunded en¬ 
rolment growth will be finalized 
and allocated to institutions in 
the spring. In addition to the 
faculty retention grants, a 
working group will be estab¬ 
lished to make recommendations 
on further improving faculty 
attraction and retention over 
the long term. 


Canadian troops currently 
training in the Sundre area 


About 1,500 soldiers are cur¬ 
rently training in the Red Deer 
River Recreation Area southeast 
of the Ya-Ha-Tinda Ranch and 
west of Sundre until Friday, Feb. 
16. 

Exercise Resolute Guard will in¬ 
volve soldiers from 1 Canadian 
Mechanized Brigade Group (I 
CMBG) headquartered in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

They will conduct vehicle and 
foot patrols, helicopter insertions, 
and winter warfare training to en¬ 
sure that they are prepared to de¬ 
ploy an Immediate Reaction Task 
Force (Land) [1RTF(L)] in support 
of NATO operations, if required. 

Citizens are advised that sol¬ 
diers will be carrying weapons and 
blank ammunition while training 
in the area for use during the exer¬ 
cise. 

Citizens are cautioned not to 
pick up any military munitions 
(blank rounds, casings, 
thunderflashes or smoke gre¬ 
nades) and if found, to report the 
location immediately to military 
personnel in the area, the Forest 
Rangers, or the RCMP. 

Strict guidelines are in effect to 
ensure that the soldier's activities 
have a minimum impact on the 
environment, and 1 CMBG is work¬ 
ing closely with Alberta Environ¬ 


ment Protection in the Clearwater 
Forest Area to make this possible. 

The IRTF(L) is a stand-by force 
that the Canadian Forces is al¬ 


ways ready to provide, and 1 
CMBG will take responsibility for 
the task force as of April I, 2001 
for the next two-to-three years. 


MIlMllllifllliilltklia 
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Alberta Learning's funding 
to post-secondary institutions 
is provided through general op¬ 
erations grants and targeted (en¬ 
velop) funding such as the Per¬ 
formance Envelope (which re¬ 
wards progress towards goals 
set out by the Alberta govern¬ 
ment) and the Access Fund 
(which is aimed at increasing 
the number of student spaces in 
key program areas). 

The post-secondary Funding 
Review Committee members 
were Medicine Hat MLA Rob 
Remmer, Chair, Wetaskiwin- 
Camrose MLA LeRoy Johnson; 
Calgary-Glemore MLA Ron 


Stevens; former Students Fi¬ 
nance Board Chair Fred Clarke; 
and former Keyano College 
Board Chair Kjersti Powell. The 
committee was asked to review 
methods of funding and look for 
ways to improve the current 
structure. 

Consultations took place from 
May to August 2000 with post¬ 
secondary institutions, provin¬ 
cial faculty and student associa¬ 
tions, government departments 
and other stakeholders. The fi¬ 
nal report containing recom¬ 
mendations to the Minister of 
Learning was released to the 
public on January 11, 2001.

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Fifty years ago a double wedding took place in Didsbury. Today Howard and Laura Krebs and Arnold and Jean 
McCulloch still call the small town home.

A double wedding, that cap¬ 
tured the attention of Didsbury, 
will reach its fifty year anniver¬ 
sary later this month. 

Howard and Laura Krebs and 
Arnold and Jean McCulloch were 
joined in holy matrimony at the 
Lutheran Church in Didsbury 
on Feb. 27, 1951. The event, 
which took place during a chilly 
winter morning in about a foot of 
snow, was well-attended by the 
community as the church was 
packed.

To make the double wedding 
more unique was the fact that 
Howard and Jean were brother 
and sister as were Arnold and 
Laura.

the event has been what the cou¬ 
ples have cherished the most. 

After the wedding Howard and 
Laura settled down on a dairy 
farm, while Arnold and Jean took 
on the challenges of a beef opera¬ 
tion. Both couples also farmed 
land. 

Arnold and Jean have had the 
chance to travel the world to¬ 
gether but both agreed the major 
highlights of their lives have been 
having children and grandchil¬ 
dren.

"We needed to provide a form of therapy that 
would be fun, that would give people a sense of 
purpose. We needed to normalize things too - and 
take away the stigma." 

"These people very likely don't have a peer group, 
don't have a sense of community," she says. "But 
with this program people are really looking at them 
as a person rather than a patient, and looking at 
their strengths." 

Components of the 13-week course included how 
to be comfortable in front of an audience, how to 
lead up to a joke, how to handle hecklers, and 
deliver a punch line. 

"The clients were really funny too. Think about 
public speaking, it is a real skill - their ability and 
performance tells me that we did what we set out to 
do," says Beasley. "As individuals they've been very 
supportive of one another - that's been an added 
bonus." 

This program was delivered in cooperation with 
The Mustard Seed and The CHEERS project. 


CHEERS, which stands for Communication and 
Humour, Effective Exercises in Relating to Self and 
Society, has taught more than 700 people how to 
deliver laughter since 1995. 

CHEERS founder Derek Wilken (who has bi¬ 
polar disorder) and Melanie Burnell coordinated 
and delivered the workshops. 

The Mustard Seed is a non-profit organization 
whose founder, Pat Nixon, used to live on the 
streets. It's a multi-purpose group that provides 
food, shelter, and other services to Calgary's home¬ 
less population. 

The Alberta Mental Health Board works to pre¬ 
serve and restore mental health and to prevent 
mental illness whenever possible. 

Mental health services are free of charge to 
consumers and are provided through 70 community 
clinics, a telepsychiatry service, four specialized 
hospitals and partnerships with 200 funded agen¬ 
cies. 

The Board also works closely with Regional Health 
Authorities and physicians throughout the prov¬ 
ince.

This spring, 20 people with schizophrenia, bipo¬ 
lar disorder (manic depressive illness), panic attack 
and anxiety disorder took up a challenge that most 
people would avoid when they learned how to deliver 
stand-up comedy. 

In the process they gained confidence, speaking 
and presentation skills, and developed a wide, warm 
network of friends. The Alberta Mental Health 
Board sponsored this pilot project, called "Mad to 
Mirth" which concluded with a performance at Yuk 
Yuk's, a comedy club in Calgary. 

The project was a success. "One gentleman who 
had difficulty putting two sentences together wound 
up being master of ceremonies for our show at Yuk 
Yuk’s," says Ella Beasley, who works with the 
Alberta Mental Health Board's Assertive Commu¬ 
nity Treatment Team. 

The Assertive Community Treatment Team helps 
patients with a severe and persistent mental illness. 
This group of clients often have difficulties keeping 
medical appointments and following their medica¬ 
tion programs. 

For 13 weeks, these people gathered to learn how 
to deliver stand-up comedy. They gained new skills

QUESTION: When my husband and I were dating, we 
could talk for hours about anything and everything. Now that 
we’re married, we go out to dinner and have nothing to say to 
each other. What has gone wrong? Richard just keeps his 
thoughts to himself. 

DR. DOBSON: Millions of couples experience that trans¬ 
formation. 

They talk endlessly before marriage but find themselves 
with little to say a few years after. 

When the courtship is over, some people find it difficult to 
express their feelings openly and honestly. 

That is more true of men than women as a general rule. 
Research makes it clear that little girls are blessed with greater 
linguistic ability than little boys, and it remains a lifelong 
talent. Simply stated, she talks more than he. 

As an adult, she typically expresses her feelings and thoughts 
far better than her husband and is often irritated by his 
reticence. God may have given her 50,000 words per day and 
her husband only 25,000. 

He comes home from work with 24,975 used up and merely 
grunts his way through the evening. He may descend into 
"Monday Night Football” while his wife is dying to expend her 
remaining 25,000 words. 

Every knowledgeable marriage counselor knows that the 
inability or unwillingness of husbands to reveal their inner 
thoughts to their wives is a common complaint of women. A 
wife wants to know what her husband is thinking, what 
happened at his office, how he sees the children, and especially 
how he feels about her. 

The husband, by contrast, finds some things better left 
unsaid. It is a classic struggle. You and Richard can overcome 
the problem if you will get it out in the open and agree to work 
together on communication. It is a key to successful marriage. 

QUESTION: Is it possible to love someone and not feel it? 

DR. DOBSON: It certainly is — because love is more than 
a feeling. It is primarily a decision. Married couples who 
misunderstand this point will have serious problems when the 
feeling of love disappears for a time. Couples who genuinely 
love each other will experience times of closeness, times when 
they feel apathetic, and times when they are irritated and 
cranky. That’s just the way emotions operate. What, then, will 
hold them steady as feelings bounce all over the landscape? The 
source of constancy is a commitment of the will. You simply 
make up your mind not to be blown off the limb by fluctuating 
and unreliable emotions. 

QUESTION: When it comes to raising teen-agers, you 
have said that parents should “pick and choose what is worth 
fighting for, and settle for something less than perfection on 
issues that don’t really matter.” I think I understand what 
you’re recommending. You’re not suggesting that my husband 
and I let our kid run wild. Instead, we should choose our 
battles very carefully and not push her into further rebellion 
by trying to make her something she can’t be right now. 

DR. DOBSON: That’s it. The philosophy we applied with 
our teen-agers (and you might try with yours) can be called 
“loosen and tighten.” By this I mean we tried to loosen our grip 
on everything that had no lasting significance, and tighten 
down on everything that did. We said “yes” whenever we 
possibly could, to give support to the occasional “no.” And 
most important, we tried never to get too far away from our 
kids emotionally. 

It is simply not prudent to write off a son or daughter, no 
matter how foolish, irritating, selfish or insane a child may 
seem to be. 

You need to be there, not only while their canoe is bouncing 
precariously, but after the river runs smooth again. You have 
the remainder of your life to reconstruct the relationship that 
is now in jeopardy. 

Don’t let anger fester for too long. Make the first move 
toward reconciliation. Try hard not to hassle your kids. They 
hate to be nagged. 

If you follow them around with one complaint after another, 
they are almost forced to protect themselves by appearing deaf. 
And finally, continue to treat them with respect, even when 
punishment or restrictions are necessary. 

Then wait for the placid water in the early 20s.

John was not threat¬ 
ened by change and we always 
felt he was such a solid person, 
yet not rigid. He demonstrated 
respect and compassionate 
Christian love for each person 
regardless of religious or 
nonreligious persuasion. We 
never got together as often as 
we wanted to but it was always 
a joy to see either or both of 
them around town, in the gro¬ 
cery store or postoffice and "catch 
up" with each other's lives and 
concerns. 

John - Richard and I are be¬ 
coming somewhat delinquent at 
the meetings again - guess we 
better remember what you told 
us. We're so happy you and Pam 
can be together again after your 


hectic separate schedules here 
in Alberta the past few years 
and we're sure you'll enjoy the 
milder climate of the coast but 
we are surely going to miss you. 
My friend Jolene was telling me 
that the Anglican church has a 
tradition that when a beloved 
leader leaves, they don't try to 
replace him or her immediately.

We also join that community of 
grieving . 

Thank you for representing 
Jesus so effectively and accu¬ 
rately in our community.

Olds College helps generate millions of dollars for the Olds 
economy and adds greatly to the local quality of life, according to 
a recent socioeconomic report prepared by the College. 

It is estimated that the College helped generate $5.6 million for 
the local economy during the last fiscal year (1999-2000) from 
College expenditures for supplies, contracts and construction 
when you include the economic multiplier effects of those dollars. 
A commonly used economic multiplier from the Alberta Treasury 
is 1.938, the ratio for the ripple effect of dollars spent in a 
community. Using the multiplier, the college generated about $3.5 
million on supplements and contracts, plus $2.2 million for 
construction. 

In addition, the college pays out $10.4 million in salaries and 
benefits to people living in Mountain View County, including Olds. 
Sixty nine percent of college employees (294 out of 425) live in Olds 
or Mountain View County. An unknown figure is the additional 
amount of money spent by students.

H/ledication and farm 
injury accidents 

Over the next 18 months, a study on medication use and farm 
related injury accidents is being conducted in Alberta. Dr. Steve 
Voaklander, Senior Lecturer, Epidemiology, Department of Rural 
Health. University of Melbourne, Australia, is leading a study on this 
issue and thinks there is a direct correlation between medicine and 
farm accidents, especially involving Albertans over the age of 65. 

"In life studies in other areas, a relationship between medication 
use and increased incidents of falls and vehicular accidents has been 
shown,” says Voaklander. "We will be especially targeting medica¬ 
tions such as pain killers, narcotic pain medications, sedatives and 
sleeping medications.” 

In Alberta, approximately 30 per cent of people over the age of 65 
use narcotic pain killers; 20 per cent use some form of sleeping 
medication and 10 to 15 per cent are prescribed antipsychotic medi¬ 
cations in any given year. 

This Alberta study is targeting the province’s farm community as 
many farm managers are 65 or older. Agriculture is a unique industry 
in that a considerable number of people over the age of 65 are still 
actively working on farms and ranches. Health records of farm injuries 
will be cross referenced with Alberta Health Care and Blue Cross 
information looking for a pattern of medication use by those who have 
been involved in injury accidents on the farm. 

“The information gathered will be disseminated to groups dealing 
with occupational health and safety for farmers across the country,” 
adds Voaklander.
